The 
flower  umbel  comes  larger  where  bot¬ 
tom  heat  can  be  given  in  a  conserva¬ 
tory,  in  the  absence  of  which  a  sunny 
living-room  window  during  March, 
April  and  May  will  bring  forth  marvel¬ 
lous  flowers  from  these  wonderful 
bulbs.

Plant  this  Spring 
in  formal  beds,  or  grouped  among  the  perennial  plants 
in  the  Herbaceous  Border. 

LILIUM  SPECIOSUM  RUBRUM 

Very  handsome  white  flowers  thickly  powdered  with 
vivid  rose  dots  and  slightly  flushed  with  pink.  It  is 
delicately  fragrant.  This  is  of  the  stem-rooting  type  and 
requires  deep  planting  and  a  ground-cover.  It  will  also 
withstand  partial  shade,  but  is  better  if  the  tops  have 
full  sunlight.  The  plants  grow  3  to  4  feet  high  and 
flower  in  August  and  September.  A  fairly  easy  Lily  to 
grow  and  very  lovely.

LILIUM  AURATUM 

“The  Golden-banded  Lily  of  Japan.”  It  grows  4  to 
8  ft.  high,  bearing  clusters  of  enormous  white,  waxen, 
widespread  flowers,  8  to  10  inches  across.  Each  petal 
is  peppered  with  numerous  dark  red  dots  and  has  a  band 
of  golden  yellow  down  the  center.  Fragrance  is  strong 
and  very  pleasant,  pervading  the  garden  in  the  evening. 
The  top  of  the  stem  must  be  in  the  sunlight  all  day;  but 
the  base  should  be  buried  in  a  deep  mulch,  or  shaded 
by  other  plants.  It  is  stem-rooting  and  should  be  planted 
8  to  12  inches  deep,  depending  upon  the  size  of  the 
bulb.  It  blooms  in  July  and  early  August.

Under  proper  conditions  it  will  grow  8  to  10  feet 
high  and  bear  enormous  panicles  of  soft  yellow,  reflexed, 
slightly  fragrant  blooms,  with  a  deep,  vivid  green  crease 
at  the  base  of  each  petal.  It  is  very  easy  to  grow,  re¬ 
quiring  fairly  deep  planting,  a  light  ground-cover;  good 
drainage  is  essential.  Blooms  in  August.
